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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has substantively amended the claims in attempts to overcome the cited prior art of record (i.e. 
"identifying information. ..specified by the payor", "direct[ receipt] from a payor", and "overa network". Examiner has not previously 
considered such limitations in addition to the five claims added by Applicant. Next, Examiner asks Applicant to clarify explicit support for 
"specified by the payor" from his/her specification (i.e. Examiner suspects that this may be new matter). Since said amendment adds 
issues for appeal, said amendment will not be entered. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendments provoke further 
search/consideration (i.e. new limitations, new claims, new matter discussed above). 

Continuation of 1 3. Other: Examiner notes Applicant's addition of "on a computer system" to his/her method claim. Examiner points 
Applicant to In re Bilski, 545 F.3d 943, 88 USPQ2d 1385 (Fed. Cir. 2008). Here, Examiner questions whether this would satisfy Bilski's 
desire for a tie to a particular machine (i.e. storage of data as an insignificant extra solution activity).
